She called on the way 
up at Nanitimo, Alert Bay, and Bulln 
Balift, and arrived at Woodcock's laud 
iiig on Friday, D«o Ist, having had to 
pit back wboli witbiii 3 niijea of Port 
Es8iuj;ton Ofl aoooBDl of the quauiity 
ol ICQ t;omiti)i tlowa tho Sko^na river, 
All llio fieiglit was landed at Woo'l. 
•ock'e. On S'vtardiiy the iee eommoric- 
•id rnnning very thick and on Suiidtiy 
inorniug the Ottor, having two anchors 
d iwn with 30 fathoms of chain euoh, 
and tho engines tnrning ahead, was in 
Uroat danger of being driven ashore. As 
soon as the tidfl turned in th^ dliornoon, 
ihe anchors were got up and the vopsel 
run out about two miles oloar oi the 
ico.
